How long is it? 

The length of the lame- 
duck session is not fixed 
and depends largely on 
lawmakers’ appetite for 
work. They likely will work 
for a week or so, starting 
Nov. 15, and then break for 
the Thanksgiving Day holi- 
day. Chances are they will 
return after the holiday and 
possibly work into early 
December. 



Bush legacy

The other top priority of 
the lame-duck session will 
be passing legislation to 
fund a range of govern- 
ment programs. Currently, 
there’s only enough money 
approved by law to keep 
federal agencies operating 
through Dec. 3. 



New guys 

Most of the new senators 
elected Nov. 2 will have 
to wait until January to 
be sworn in. But three of 
them-including Illinois 
Republican Mark Kirk 
(above)- likely will take of- 
fice during the lame-duck 
session, allowing them 
to take part in the early 
fights over spending, taxes 
and any other hot-button 
issues. 



Unemployment 

Some 800,000 jobless 
Americans will lose their 
unemployment benefits 
at the end of November if 
Congress does not renew 
them. Congress has let the 
program lapse twice this 
year as Republicans argued 
that the cost of extending 
benefits should be covered 
by budget cuts elsewhere. 
Another showdown could 
be looming.

First, a personal note: 
I’ve interviewed lots of 
people— from celebri- 
ties to politicians to 
professors to pun- 
dits — and never have I 
gotten as nervous as I 
did talking to Cookie 
Monster. It’s not every 
day someone gets to

The “Sesame Street” icon actually is pup- 
peteer David Rudman. Rudman, who lives 
in a north suburb of Chicago, has been the 
main Cookie performer since film director 
and puppet creator Frank Oz— who also 
performed Yoda in “Star Wars” among other 
much-beloved puppets— stepped aside about 
10 years ago. 

For this phone interview, Rudman 
answered and spoke in character as Cookie 
Monster. Here are the answers to our 
Chicago-based questions, delivered in spec- 
tacularly Cookie-like fashion: 

Have you ever been to Chicago? 

Yeah! It me kind of town, Chicago is. 

We have lots of great places to get cookies 
here.

The past 40 years in the United States can be divided into the 

B.E. and A.E. eras: before Elmo and after Elmo. 

Did you watch Luis and Maria get married? Remember the 
episode where Big Bird learned about death? 

Where you lie on the “Sesame Street” continuum not only 
defines what generation you belong to, it also represents a 
shared language. Mention “Teeny Little Super Guy”— the 
show’s animated bit from the ’80s — and gain immediate cache 
with the 20- and 30 -something set. 

The PBS show, which celebrates 41 years on air Wednesday, 
has become more than just a TV phenomenon. It continues to 
draw in big-name celebrities and stay on the cutting edge of 
pop culture, featuring a cast of puppets who have themselves 
become bona fide stars. Decades after Big Bird first lumbered 
onto the scene, “Sesame Street” still is making news. 

In the past few months, Katy Perry’s low-cut dress caused 
m scrapping of a planned appearance on the show — result- 
ing in a furor that even made its way into a spoof on “Saturday 
Night Live”— Snoop Dogg dressed as the Count for Hallow- 
een and parodies including one of Grover aping the Old Spice 
Guy went viral. 

What gives? 

“I think the secret to ‘Sesame Street’ is we’ve evolved a lot 
over time,” says Carol-Lynn Parente, the show’s executive 
producer, who’s in charge of all things “Sesame Street”— from 
home videos to show production. The “Sesame Street” theme 
song adults might remember has changed, and there are lon- 
ger segments, new characters and 
more animation. 

This season, Oprah Winfrey 
voiced an animated sketch called 
“The O Show,” in which a cartoon 
“O” hosts a talk show about things 
that start with the letter “O.” At one 
point, the host shouts “You get an 
oboe! You get an oboe! Everybody 


gets an oboe!” 

But it’s still a show that relies on celebs— 250 and counting 
over 41 years, according to the show— to draw in adults as well 
as kids. Parente says the show sometimes approaches par- 
ticular celebrities but admits the stars often seek out “Sesame 
Street” appearances. In fact, sometimes they get starstruck 
meeting famous Muppets such as Elmo, Parente says. 

“We get really excited when we know celebrities are com- 
ing in, and more often than not, when they get there, I am 
reminded how excited they are to actually be on the set and 
be working and meeting the puppet characters that, in many 
cases, they grew up with,” she said. “They definitely are rock 
stars in their own right, our characters.” 

Celebrities love Bert 
and Ernie for the same 
reasons many adults do, 
she said. They’re part of 
a childhood experience 
: rooted in watching the 
show, which according to 
its statistics, still is pulling 
I in the viewers.

from production company Sesame Workshop this year said 
ratings were up 60 percent from 2009’s figures, and preschool- 
ers called “Sesame Street” their favorite show 

“There’s such a variety of personalities” on “Sesame Street,” 
says David Rudman, who performs Muppets including Cook- 
ie Monster and Baby Bear. “I think people, you know, connect 
to the characters and find something in the characters that 
they love.” 

Sometimes the characters are so sacred that perceived 
changes to their personalities or habits cause an interna- 
tional incident. It’s not unlike the hubbub over Cookie Mon- 
ster, when the show recently highlighted healthy eating, and 
showed him loving food other than sweets. 

“There was this international uproar at the thought of that,” 
she said. “What that did for me was show just how far you can 
go with these characters because they are beloved. They’re a 
part of pop culture but they’re also a part of the emotional fab- 
ric of people’s childhood.” 

But the core message, that kids can learn through TV, hasn’t 
faded, Parente says. In fact, the show’s spreading its reach to 
other nations. She says Sesame Workshop helps develop the 
“co-productions” using a “fairly unique” combination of re- 
searchers and producers, tailoring the content for the children 
they’re targeting. 

It’s all part of the show’s continuing mission, Parente said, 
to get adults to watch the show with their kids, which causes 
children to learn more. 

“We have statistics that show that,” she said, noting that 
show has always relied on pulling adults in with “water cooler” 
topics. “Wo use the parodies and the celebrity talent for the 
same reason we did 40 years ago.” ggarvey@tribune.com

Navy Pier makeover? 

Concert hall, hotel among proposed upgrades for tourist spot

Bail was set at $750,000 on Tuesday for 
a man charged with robbing a taxi driver, 
forcing the victim into the trunk of the 
cab and then leading police on a chase be- 
fore crashing on the South Side. 

Roderick Swoopes, 27, a construction 
worker from Spain who lives in Calumet 
City is charged with aggravated battery, 
aggravated kidnapping and aggravated ve- 
hicular hijacking. 

Swarmy Tirunagari, who drives for Tel- 
low Cab, had picked up Swoopes from a 
North Side Dunkin Donuts early Monday 
and was near 64th Street and Martin Lu- 
ther King Drive when Swoopes ordered 
him out of the car at gunpoint and began 
beating him in the face while demanding 
his cell phone and wallet, prosecutors said. 

Tirunagari handed over a cell phone 
along with his wallet and $41 in cash, at 
which point Swoopes forced him into the 
trunk at gunpoint, Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Lorraine Scaduto said. 

As Swoopes drove off in the taxi, Tirun- 
agari used a second cell phone he was car- 
rying to call 911 and pulled the emergency 
trunk release to open the trunk and tell 
police his location, Scaduto said. 

Police tracked the vehicle, and when 
Swoopes saw officers pursuing him, he 
fled at high speed until he lost control and 
struck a light pole near 62nd Street and 
Western Avenue, Scaduto said.

Long-stalled efforts to freshen Navy Pier 
will rev up again Wednesday this time with 
a set of suggestions that would add attrac- 
tions for kids and young adults but stop 
short of turning Chicago’s lakefront play- 
ground into a full-blown theme park. 

The possibilities include attracting a 
children’s entertainment anchor if the 
Chicago Children’s Museum exits, as 
planned; significantly expanding the Chi- 
cago Shakespeare Theater and adding an- 
other nearby restaurant; overhauling the 
tired and cluttered retail and fast-food 
areas; and adding a 4,000-seat concert 
venue, an indoor skating rink, more green- 
ery and, perhaps, a gargantuan Ferris wheel 
and a boutique hotel. 

“One of the things I think is important 
about Navy Pier is that it continues to be 


a real place as opposed to a theme park or 
something contrived,” said Steven Haem- 
merle, executive director of development 
for Navy Pier. 

Navy Pier officials say they are stepping 
away from an earlier strategy to make the 
pier more of a cash cow to support op- 
erations at struggling McCormick Place. 
Rather, they say they are returning to a 
vision of the pier as an affordable public 
space with a mix of the cultural and the 
commercial— a vision that fed its 1995 re- 
birth as a tourist attraction. 

In fact, the historic pier may end up as 
a self-sustaining, stand-alone entity rather 
than continuing to operate in the shadow 
of the affiliated convention center, with a 
decision possible next year. 

Previous administrations, under intense 
financial pressure, “lost the focus on the 


public aspect and the need for balance, 
and the pier shows it,” said Jim Reilly the 
trustee who is overseeing an 18 -month re- 
structuring of the Metropolitan Pier and 
Exposition Authority, the state-city agency 
known as McPier that owns and operates 
the pier and the convention complex. 

As an example, he cited steep pier park- 
ing rates, which the authority will lower on 
a trial basis this winter. 

While past plans went nowhere due to 
upheaval at the authority and lack of mon- 
ey officials say the recent revamp of the 
agency and the restructuring of its debt 
should make it possible to move forward 
with as much as $50 million in funding to 
get projects launched, with additional fi- 
nancing to come from private ventures. 

An overall price tag still is being devel- 
oped, Haemmerle said. 


Bye-bye, Eye 

Local sculptor Tony Tasset’s Eye, the giant 
blue eyeball that stared down Loop com- 
muters all summer, is shutting for good. 
Crew members are scheduled to break 
down the fiberglass sculpture Wednesday, 
removing it from Pritzker Park, where it sat 
as the Chicago Loop Alliance’s inaugural Art 
Loop installation. 

Despite Chicago Loop Alliance Executive 
Director Ty Tabing’s speculation that buy- 
ers would secure Eye a permanent location 
downtown, the sculpture’s fate, for now, is 
to return to the Wisconsin factory where it 
was born. After a 250-mile ride north, Eye 
will hibernate at Sparta, Wis.-based F.A.S.T.

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Metra says it will test cars itself after soot report

Metra announced Tuesday it will begin its own 
testing for diesel soot next week within Chicago’s 
crowded train stations and inside the cars that car- 
ry commuters. 

Responding to a Tribune investigation, the tran- 
sit agency also is creating a task force to explore 
new ways to clear the noxious blue clouds of die- 
sel exhaust that are sucked into train cars leaving 
Union Station and the Ogilvie Transportation 
Center. 


Metra officials acknowledged the findings have 
forced them to take a more aggressive approach 
to solving a problem that commuters and workers 
have complained about for years. 

“We take this very seriously” William Tipper, 
Metra’s acting executive director, said during a 
hastily convened meeting at the agency’s West 
Loop headquarters. “Hopefully there are some 
changes that can be implemented quickly” 

Testing by the newspaper found the amount of 
diesel soot lingering in the air steadily increases 


as commuters walk deeper into the train stations. 
Levels of the lung- and heart-damaging pollution 
are higher on platforms, where commuters can lit- 
erally see the air they are breathing while leaving 
downtown. 

It gets dramatically worse, not better, after 
boarding a train. As the doors close and the lo- 
comotive pulls out of the station, Tibune testing 
found, the air trapped inside the stainless-steel 
cars contains levels of diesel soot up to 72 times 
higher than on the streets outside.

Trib probe: 
Lawmakers 
paid money 

to relatives

Two Illinois congressmen have paid their wives 
hundreds of thousands of dollars out of their 
campaign funds in the past decade, according to 
records filed with the Federal Election Commis- 
sion. 

The campaign to re-elect Rep. Jesse JacksonJr. 
has given wife Sandi Jackson’s company at least 
$315,000 for her work. Rep. Bobby Rush’s cam- 
paign has paid his wife, Carolyn Rush, more than 
$240,000 to serve as a consultant. 

Two other Chicago-area congressmen, Danny 
Davis and Luis Gutierrez, have given their wives 
smaller amounts for doing campaign work. The 
four lawmakers, all Democrats, were re-elected 
last week. 

The campaign payments to spouses did not 
involve any taxpayer money, and the practice has 
been declared legal if certain requirements are 
met. Nevertheless, some watchdog groups see 
the potential for abuse when a lawmaker’s fam- 
ily receives financial support from his political 
backers. 

“Is there anything patently wrong with hav- 
ing a family member work on a campaign?” said 
Dave Levinthal, communications director at the 
nonpartisan Center for Responsive Politics. ‘Ar- 
guably not. But it gets into sticky territory when 
the candidate, him or herself, stands to benefit 
personally in a significant way from political do- 
nations that are being made to fuel political ef- 
forts.” 

In addition to the four, at least two other 
Chicago-area members of the U.S. House— Don 
Manzullo and Mark Kirk, who now is senator- 
elect— have put relatives on their campaign pay- 
roll.

A Navy aircraft carrier was diverted 
from a training mission in the Pacific 
on Tuesday to deliver supplies to an Ameri- 
can luxury liner left stranded off the Mexi- 
can coast by an engine room fire. 

The nuclear-powered USS Ronald Rea- 
gan anchored at sea near the disabled Car- 
nival Splendor ship about 50 miles west of 
Punta San Jacinto, Mexico, and 150 miles 
south of San Diego, as helicopters from 
the carrier began ferrying food, water and 
other provisions to the marooned vessel, 
the Navy said. 

“Supplies are being offloaded onto the 
deck as we speak,” Navy Cmdr. Greg Hicks 


told Reuters by phone. 

Provisions for the cruise ship were being 
flown from shore to the Ronald Reagan by 
military planes, he said. 

The Carnival Cruise Lines ship, a 
952-foot luxury liner with nearly 3,300 pas- 
sengers and a crew of almost 1,200 aboard, 
was left dead in the water by a fire that 
erupted in its engine room Monday 

No injuries were reported. Passengers 
initially were ushered from their cabins to 
the ship’s upper open-deck areas as a pre- 
caution. 

Miami-based Carnival Cruise Lines, 
which is a unit of the world’s largest cruise 


line, Carnival Corp, said it was trying to get 
its passengers home as quickly as possible. 

“Conditions on board the ship are very 
challenging and we sincerely apologize 
for the discomfort and inconvenience our 
guests are currently enduring,” Carnival 
Cruise Lines president and chief executive 
Gerry Cahill said in a statement. 

The blaze, which took about three hours 
to put out, crippled the Carnival Splendor’s 
propulsion system and forced Carnival to 
cancel the rest of the voyage. 

Tug boats were dispatched from Ensena- 
da, Mexico, to tow the crippled vessel back 
to shore, Hicks said.

Rapper Scheme 
embraces 
hip-hop 
instead of 
life in a gang

Local rapper Scheme has been enamored with 
hip-hop since scoring his first Cypress Hill cas- 
sette as an 8 -year-old growing up in Humboldt 
Park. “It stayed in my Walkman for months,” he 
says. “I would fall asleep listening to that tape.” 
That seemingly small purchase ignited a lifelong 
love affair with the genre that culminates in 
the just-released “Same Rebel, New Cause,” an 
album that finds the rapper (real name: Rafael 
Navarro) balancing streetwise tales with songs 


that touch on his background— born Stateside 
to Mexican immigrant parents, the MC admits 
he has struggled with identity since childhood. 
“I always thought that [being a Mexican rapper] 
was going to be my obstacle,” says the 27-year- 
old, who currently makes his home in Belmont/ 
Cragin. “Instead I’ve made it my upper hand.” 
Reached by phone in late October, Scheme 
talked about the origin of his name, how he dis- 
covered hip-hop and the dangers now inherent 
in visiting his familial home. 


What’s the last album you bought? “The 
last actual album I went to the store to buy 
was ‘Lupe Fiasco’s Food & Liquor.’ ” 

Song you’ve listened to on repeat recent- 
ly? Rick Ross: “Tears of Joy” 

Song you never want to hear again? 

“That Barbie song [Aqua’s “Barbie Girl”] 
from the late ’90s.” 


Is there a story behind the name Scheme? 

When I was rapping with friends in high 
school, I went through so many names 
before settling on Rhyme Scheme. But then I 
kept getting confused with Rhymefest to the 
point where I thought, “This is getting out 
of hand.” So I shortened it up and went with 
Scheme, since that’s what everyone called me 
anyways. 

So it’s not like you grew up brewing all kinds 
of crazy moneymaking schemes? 

[Laughs] No. I wish there was a better story 
behind the name, but the truth is what it is. 

No lemonade stands? No paper route? 

Since I was younger, I’ve been stubborn with 
this music. It’s the one scheme I’ve been 
stuck on. I made my money off selling al- 
bums and mix tapes. I would be out at other 
people’s shows selling my CDs. Now I’m 
trying to do that same thing on a worldwide 
scale. 

Talk about how you first discovered hip-hop. 

I was 8 years old and my sister and I put our 
Sunday money —we used to get $5 from my 
parents every other Sunday — together to buy 
the Cypress Hill album in ’91. She conned me 
into buying it by saying, “Swear words.” That 
was her sales pitch. “They swear in it.” I was 
like, “Oh, cool. We gotta get it.” 

When did you start writing your own verses? 

I started to write when I was in sixth grade. I 
had a Shaquille O’Neal notebook with all my 
raps in it, but my parents got a hold of that 
and threw it away because I was swearing too 
much. I got back into it heavy freshman year 
of high school [at Prosser Career Academy]. 

I grew up in the core of the city, so pretty

Why did Usman Ally a Pakistani who grew up mainly 
in Africa, put down roots in 
Chicago? 

“There’s a really great theater 
scene where a lot of really good 
work is being done,” said Ally, 

28, who interned at Chicago’s 
Lookingglass Theatre in 2006 
while pursuing his MFA in 
acting at University of Florida. 
After his Lookingglass gig 

ended, he began working steadily with several Chicago 
theaters, including American Theater Company, where he 
now is an ensemble member. 

In 2009, Ally co-starred in the world premiere of “The 
Elaborate Entrance of Chad Deity” at Victory Gardens. 
He won a Fox Foundation Grant this summer to create 
new theater work, and now he’s starring in Theater Wit’s 
“The Four of Us.” In the comedy by Itamar Moses (“Bach 
at Leipzig,” “Celebrity Row”), a friendship between two 
writers is challenged when one pal hits it big while Ally’s 
character struggles. 

Were you surprised when “Chad Deity” became an 
instant hit and a Pulitzer Prize finalist? 

It’s just nice to know that every now and then, the un- 
derdogs can get in there and be seen and be heard. But it 
gets harder to maintain that sense of, “This is a play about 
people who were never given a break.” Because the play is 
getting all these breaks now, you know? {Laughs.}

Fox Foundation Grant? 

It was my wedding anniversary and I was out in Millen- 
nium Park with my wife, listening to one of the live music 
shows. We were just about to open up a bottle of cham- 
pagne, and I got a phone call {with} the good news. It was 
perfect. 

You’re using the grant to create a new work with ATC. 
What’s the inspiration behind it? 

My parents— who are retired and live in Pakistan— were 
denied visas by the U.S. government and were unable to 
attend my wedding. I go up to Devon {Street} sometimes, 
and I see all these Pakistanis, and I started wondering, 
“How did they get here? Does the United States have a 
specific idea of what requirements you must have to be a 
citizen or even to visit this country? Or is it simply just a 
roll of the dice?” 


The gist of the project is really 
to figure out, how do people maintain these ties and rela- 
tionships within the family when they’re being divided by 
a government or institution? When even for major events 
like a wedding, you’re unable to be there together? 

Your character in “The Four of Us” fears he’ll never 
achieve success. How do you define success? 

Avery big part of the way I grew up and the countries 
I lived in is that you have to be able to give back to the 
community This flooding that happened recently in 
Pakistan— 20 million people were affected but there was 
no Bono or Bob Geldof on TV asking for money So I 
{gathered friends, co-produced a video, partnered with a 
non-profit} and I just Facebooked the hell out of it. And 
in a week, we were able to raise $2,300. 

If you really want to create something different, you 
have to do it yourself. You can’t wait for people.

Bo Burnham knows you probably recognize him 

from YouTube. And he’s fine with that. 

But he wants you to know he’s so much more. 
Burnham, 20, is no longer just the kid who 
makes politically incorrect songs in the room of 
his parents’ house. He’s kind of a big deal. He’s one 
of the few bona-fide Aoulube stars, whose videos 
have been watched more than 70 million times. 

Perhaps more impressively, he managed to 
turn his online successes into things for which 
he is actually paid. 

At 18, he became the youngest comedian to 
have a Comedy Central Presents special. Last 
year, he appeared in Judd Apatow’s “Funny 
People,” playing a character in a fake TV 
show called “Ao! Teach.” 

In October he released his second 
album, “Words, Words, Words,” which 
also was a Comedy Central special.

Just because Burnham is no longer a teenager, he 
doesn’t consider his work to be any more mature. 

“I don’t really know what maturity means,” he 
said. “Mature is weird. People say I’m not as of- 
fensive anymore. That’s not maturing, that’s just 
not using crutches when I don’t need them. I did 
offensive stuff earlier just to be offensive, which 
is just a horrible, horrible, hacky way to go about 
comedy 

“I definitely think I’m getting better. I think 
this CD is way way ahead of my last CD.” 

Burnham became known for his music, citing 
Eminem and Outkast as influences on his clever 
delivery and wordplay On his latest album, Burn- 
ham tries different forms of comedy doing every- 
thing from poems to more traditional stand-up. 
He said he wanted to try new things on the al- 
bum, and didn’t feel he needed to prove himself. 

“If I wanted to do jokes, I’d do jokes. If I want- 
ed to do poetry I’d do poetry” he said.

Burnham is writing new material, but for an 
MTV pilot about “a kid pursuing fame without 
having any talent.”

McAdams 
could save 
romcom 

Hard: Being hired to elevate a fourth-place 
morning show’s ratings. Harder: Doing that 
when your new co-anchor (Harrison Ford) 
is a pretentious grump who thinks his de- 
cades of news experience and abundance 
of awards mean he can basically sabotage 
the show. Workaholic executive producer 
Becky (Rachel McAdams) tries to move 
“Daybreak” in the right direction while strik- 
ing up a relationship with another producer 
(Patrick Wilson). 

The buzz: Ignore any basic similarities 
to the morning news show-set “The Ugly 
Truth,” which was uptight and sexist and 
cynical where “Morning Glory” is cheerful 
and sweet. After all, this movie comes from 
director Roger Michell (“Notting Hill”), who 
goes against recent romantic comedy stan- 
dards by emphasizing work relationships 
over romantic ones and not forcing Becky 



to sacrifice her career or change her per- 
sonality fora man. 

The verdict: A welcome little pick-me-up 
like your pre-work coffee, “Morning Glory” 
has the contagious energy of someone 
whose good personality can win over even 
the biggest grouch. That’s mostly thanks to 
McAdams, whose incredible charm and abil- 
ity to find sweetness even in Becky’s most 
manic, desperate moments should remind 
studios never to hire Katherine Heigl or 
Jennifer Aniston or Kate Hudson for another 
romantic comedy, ever. Writer Aline Brosh 
McKenna (“The Devil Wears Prada”) can’t 


resist sporadic, annoying cheesiness or forc- 
ing Becky to be a dope when it comes to 
relationships, as if the genre requires it. The 
movie’s got laughs and spunk, though. Ford 
and McAdams bicker with old-fashioned 
appeal, leaving little for Wilson or Diane 
Keaton (as the other “Daybreak” anchor) to 
do but add more good vibes in the margins. 
The result is a morning news movie that’s 
much like the morning news: Loose and 
peppy and inconsistent, which sorta makes 
it even more likable and comforting.
